Celebration marked the beginning of the year at the Library of 
Congre.ss. In Novembeiil981 the PresiHciit anJ Mrs. Reagan, memr 
bers of the Supreme Court, _the Conjgress, and the Cabinet, and 
friegds of the Library attended the dediccitiori jf James Madison 
Memorial Hall, the one major memorial' in * t^ie nation's capital 
dedicated to tlie fourth President. _ . _ __ 

Speaking from a platform in front of Vi^alker Hancock's im- 
posing Madison statue. Librarian of Congress Daniel J. Bbbrstih 
greeted guests and remarked about the appvopriateness of placing 
the memorial just across the sJtreet from the Congress, a location 
which dramatizes Madison's observation that there must be both 
"liberty and learning, each leaning on the other for the mutual and 
surest support.*' 

- President Reagan responded by ruefully identifying himself 
with Madison in the_ early President's distraction over the national* 
debt but, he said, "We should always remernber that no gbvern- 
ment is perfect; not even* a dem^crac^ *lRot's_d_Madisdn: "If 

men were angeis. no* government would be necessary, if angels 
were to govern men,- neither external nor internal controls on gov- 
errirherit v^buld be necessary. In framing a gbvernrnent which is tb 
b e a dm i n i st e re d by m e n o y e r m e n^ t he g f e a t d i ffi cu 1 1 y li e s in t h i s— 
you must, first enable the government to control the governed and 
... next oblige it to control itself." 

. President and Mrs. Reagan were given a tour of the adjacent 
two-story gallery area, viewing an exhibition con tain irig the largest 
collection of Madison portraits ever assembled. These and other 
Madison materials from tte Library's collections and from sixty 
niuseurns. were displayed. Opening the exhibition, which remained 
on view through May 1982, culminated many months of plaririirig by 
the Exhibits Office and a number of 3ivisions of the Library. 

The new two-story exhibition space added anothet facet to this 
gem bf an institutibn^the wbrld's largest library— which Dr. Bbor- 
s tin has called a "multimedia encyclopedia." Established by Con- 
gress in 1800, with the first of its three major buildings completed 
in 1897, the Library of Congress now covers 85 ^cres on Capitol 
Hill and houses 532 miles of shelves of materials. Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, the Librr.ry does not retain a copy of every book published

to bqqks^ there are maps and charts, motion pictures;, priats and 
photographs; recordings; iind priceless documents, including ihe per- 
sonal pap(;rs5 of twenty-three Presidents. The Library also includes 
the Congressibna-l Research Service, the Law Library, tjle Copyright 
Office, and the National Library Service for the Blind and Physically 
Hrinciicapped. In addition to serving the public directly, rt performs 
invaluable servic:es to libraries worldwide. 

* Another, increasingly impbrtarit, functibii for the riatibri's 
Library is its leadership role in scientific research and testing of new 
methods and technology aimed at preserving a cultural heritage 
which, until now, has largely been docufnenled and handed down 
froinOne generation to another bri the printed page. 

In carrying out jts varied functions th|s year, the Library of 
Congress operated on a direct appropriation, of _$195.;123,Q0b from 
the Congress.. Anolher_Sll,5dD,dO_d was available for obligation from 
fees collected by the Cataloging Distribution Service and Cbpyright 
Office. '

of its acquiiiitions policy. The Collections Development Office is 
charged vvilH this responsibility as well asjthat of collectibh mari- 
cigemerit. Selection decisions — regarding matierials to be added to 
th(! permnnnnl coilRctions, materials to be withdrawn, and materials 
d(?signalecl for preservation — were of primary concern in fiscal 1982. 

Revision of 'acquisitions policies, in recpgnitiori of changing 
publishing ;irid researc:h trends arid of eriiergirig riatibrial coopera- 
tive arrarigejtlenls, continued as a priority. 

Early in the year, the guidelines for medix^al literature were 
revised. Thb Library will continue to collect, in all. languages, mono- 
graphs and serials necessary for research into the social, ecbribrilic, 
histbrical, political, arid [egal aspects of medjcme, reference works, 
the official publications of national and international medical asso- 
ciations, and other substantive nonclinical works. Some one thou- 
sand serial titles relating lo other aspects of medicine were reriidved 
frbrii the cbllectibris arid are beirig reviewed by the National Library 
of Medicine for possible transfer there: 

Revised .acquisitions policy statements for agriculture, U.S. 
governrrient documents, and materials in micrbfbrrii were issued. 
Revisibri was airiied at a*'rilbre precise stat^mejit of the Library's 
responsibilities in these areas and also reflected necessary adjust- 
ments to changed publishing patterns. For example, in the acquisi- 
tion of agricultural publications, a sharper distinction was drawn 
betweeri riiaterials that deal alrtlbsl exclusively with farnlirig arid 
animal husbandry and those that conlrit^ute to the study of socio- 
economic and historical processes in the United States and abroad. 
Only the latter will now be retaihed by the Library. 

The Library's pblicy fbr U.S. gbverririierit dbcurtlerit^ was rilbdi- 
fied in vjew of jhe Government Printing Office's recent decision to 
issue a high percentage of_ its publications in microform. The new 
policy statement provides ?or the maintenance of a complete micro- 
fbrrri set arid for the acquisilibri of selected paper cbpies bf substari- 
tive rilbribgraphs arid serials^ classified collections.

With the mass cleacidificatibh project arid the optical disk pro- 
grams anticipated, a special all-day conference, "Preservation and 
the Ne'v Technology," was held on June 17_to acquaint. an invited 
audi(ince of librarians, publishers, and foundation officials with the 
iniibvaliVe steps beirig takeri. It also provided a forum for the dis- 
cussion of future needs aiul the many questions presented by the 
ncnv technology. An audiovisnai slide produclioxi, "Preservation: An 
Investment in the Future," was prepared to assist, in presenting, the 
issues at this arid subsequent library riieetirigs in Washington, D.C., 
aitd other parts of the t.ountry. 

Given the proHferalion of questions on the subject, the National 
Pr>3servation Program plans to develop a national reference service 
ill the field'of presc^rvation. • _ 

I rl^s t a 1 1 a ti o n of t h e Ma g n I i c Recording L a b d r a t d ry a n d e 
Motion Picture Preservation Laboratory in the Madison Building 
Was nearly completed. The automated control system for film is 
dosijried to provide controls for thw nitrate' film program and to 
trac1< the flow df films through the preservatidri prdcess. The riew 
facilities provide for a higher proportion of the collections to be 
stored "under appropriate conditions, and a new video facility allows 
staff to review the cbriditibn of videbtapes for the first time. 

Iri June the J^hqtddu plication Service iris^Ututed a riew procedure 
for producing and retaining a master negative microfilm for all rare 
materials in the custody of the Rare Book and Special Collections 
Division, thus preserving the collections while enhancing access id 
them. • ^ 

; Several large microfit)ning projects were completed for the 
Prints and Photographs Division. These included the Herman Goring 
CbUection and bther phbtographs frbrp Nazi Germany, the W. E. B, 
DuBois Cbllecliori, the Brady Cdrigressidrial Album, arid several 
snialh^r collections. The Farm Security Administration's Office of 
War Information photographs and the Historic American Buildings 
Survey Collection vyere filmed by a trade publisher. 

The Library's Guteriberg Bible case, iri which the treasured 
volume rfimnins on display in the Jefferson Building, was modified to 
contain a new cMivironmenlal control unit. 
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When Herbert PnLnanx became Librarian of Congress on March 13, 
1899, he reported that the "printed collections lacked (1] a systematU3 
.classification, (2) a shelf-Hst, (3) a catalog, save a manuscript author- 
li§t on cards as cqmpiledat the Capitol by an inadequate staff, with- 
out adequate bibuDgraphic apparatus." 

The transition today from manual catalogs to automated files is 
as dramatic as those e^rly cataloging and classification efforts. 



Cataloging 

Cataloging cddperatidn continued to expand Ihis year, coordi- 
rialed by the_Name Authority Cooperative JNACO] Project, which 
processed almost 20,000 authority records generated by twenty-four 
partic_ipating_lib;:aries, an increase of more than 100 percent over the 
1981 figur^^ The total number of records over the five-year Hfe of the 
i)rbject is 50,000.

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The Cataloging Distribution Service dedicated the DEMAND 
System on August 5. This optical .disk-based, image storage, preser- 
vation, and printing system affords CDS state-of-the-art on-demand 
printing for hbri-MARC cards. The successful installation of what is 
believed to be Jhe first such system using optjca[^[sk stor^ 
attracted the interest of_ a wide variety of information and data "* 
processing managers in the public and private sectors. 

The Ihformatiqri Mariagem which became opera- 

tional in December 1981, has dramatjcaU facilitated the processing, 
of orders (no backlogs) and claims (declining backlogs) and has im- 
proved tKe accuracy and control of order filling activities. 

As the secretariat for the Network Advisory Committee (NAC], 
the Network DeveldiDment Office has cbritinued its active involve- 
ment in issues associated with nationwide networking policies. The 
NA&'a program meeting in June focused on_ a proposal to collect 
rrioic current data on document delivery and performance criteria 
for dbcUmerit delivery services, ibllbwihg up on the recbmmehda- 
tion of the committee's March session. Subcommittees were formed 
to prepare drafts of the proposal, and it is expected that a subset of 
NAC will form the core of an advisory group to monitor the project's 
progress. The completed jDPoposal will be submitted to a funding 
agency during the next fiscal year. 

Participation in the Linked Systelns Project (tSP) funded by the ^ 
Council on Library Resources continued through the. analysis of 
brgahizatibrial requirements for building ah integrated, consistent 
authority file for name headings based on a new service ixlbdel with 
the master file at the Library: The initial contributors to this file will 
be the Library and many of the institutions participating in NACO. 

The Library concluded ah a^reehient v^ith the Natibhal Library 
of Venezuela to. exchange MARC tapes, bring^ing the tbtal bf tape 
exchanges with other national libraries to six. These exchange 
agreements are also being. reviewed as part of_an effort^ponsored 
by the International MARC Network Study Steering Committee, 
under the auspices of the Conference bf Directors bf National Li- 
braries, to facilitate the international exchange of cataloging data 
while at the same time allowing the_ originating national library to 
control the redistribution of its MARC data to a third party. 

The Serial Record Division celebrated the tenth anniversary bf 
the^ational Serials Data Program (NSDP^bn October 13: The pro- 
gram's primary responsibility is the assignment of the International ' 
Standard Serial Number (ISSN). to U.S, publications and promotion 
of its use by publishers and bibliographic agencies. Having already 
established ongoing commitments to the library and abstracting 
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and indexing comniuriilies and to the U.S: Postal Service, NSDP 
continues to explore other means of achieving the widest possible

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Congressional Researdh Service 

The Congress of Ihis United Stales is the sole client of the Corigres- 
sionqi Resuarnh Service (CRS). Service to Congress was the reason 
for the creation of the Library, which now also serves as the de 
facto national library. Out CRS, oflen called "the research arm of 
the Congress, " is th^ chi^f instrument for carryihg'out the mandate 
f()r congressional service. 

'Although congressional requests for information have multi- 
plied enorinously, reaching a record 419, DOO far. this year; CRS's 
expert staff, supported by new technology* are able to answec most 
iiKjuiries on the same day they are received.

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CRS also prepares papers and bibliographies, holds serninars 
on policy issues and institutes on government operations, arid con-

The Service provides to legislative offices copies of the GRS 
Review, which offers rribrithly news of recently produced reports oji 
current legislative topics. CRS Sludies inAhe Public Domain, a'seriii- 
annual listing of studies that are issued as congressional jDublica- 
tions, is produced through the Gbverrirrierit Printing Office and 
distributed to federal depository libraries^ 

Questions asked of CRS reflect the current concerns of the 
American people and their legislators. 

Both domastic and foreign issues occupied" the staff of the 
(Congressional Research Service this year. Economic mattgrs, e ^ 
cially tax refqrrri and budget reductiori were the iocus of attention 
in the first half of the year. (Soncern over the budget process, ways 
to restructure human resource programs, arid the erosion of reserves 
for old-age insurance jDayrrients v^as balanced by interest in the 
nuclear freeze, stratogic arms, the war in the Middle East, the Falk- 
land Islands, andjhe MX missile. ^ 

A record number of requests came to CRS from Members and 
legislative staff-^46,000 more requests than in fiscal 1981; Though 
summer is normally a slow period, for the second year in a row a 
summer month sdt a record: In August, CRS cleared 45,:6_00 requests, 
600 more than the previous all-time high set in luly 1981. The aver- 
age number of requests received daily in Augiist was 2,075. 

Substantial reports were prepared on topics as diverse as new 
federalism initiatives/the need for electric pov^er plants, military 
irriplications of the Falkland/MalVinas Islands conflict, and the East 
European hard-currency debt to the West. 

Concise analytical pieces on some 375 subjects of current inte_r_- 
est were riiaintained for the Congress. These included more than -200 
riewjssue Briefs which became available during the year, of which 
a record -266,000 copies were distributed to Congress. New titles 
dealt with defense budget issues,_ the nuclear freeze movement, the 
Caribbeari Basin Initiative, and the Soviet succession. 

More than 145,000 Info Packs— packets of background infor- 
mation on current issues— were distributed to congressional offices 
in fiscal 1982. The 77,000 distributed in the second half oHhe year 
constituted an increase of 119 percent over the same period last 
year. Among the most popular v^ere those dealing with financial aid 
td undergraduates, a nuclear weapons freeze, abortions, and flat-rate 
income tax proposals. 

A major study of the federal civil service retirement system 
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was clone for the Senate CpmTTiittee bri Gbvefriment Affairs. Other 
committee prints includied CRS stutUes and reports on risk assess- 
ment, future space programs, tJ:S: immigration policy, the Freedom 
of information Act, and health care programs. 

Since February 1982, CRS has been presenting regularly , sched- 
uled closed circuit programming bri a television chanriel which 
serves the House of Representative's. Typical programs cover topics 
such as parliamentary proceedings in the House and Senate, hov^ 
health care costs are derived, and methodologies for doing legal 
research. About twenly-fivfe instructional videotapes Ijc^'e been pre- 
pared and some thirty others have recently been completed or are 
in ad\/aricecl stage.s of produclion.

fen institutes vvexe conducted for congressional staff haviiig legis- 
lative responsibilities, three were held for field staff, and a special, 
three-day institute was conducted for administrative assistants. 

The Capitol Hill Irifbrmatiqn Seminar, designed to acquaint nBW 
congressional staff with the array of information resources available 
to them, v^as initiated last year and_offe_red six tim(33 iri fiscal 1982 
to 911 participants. In additibn, 1,756 Members and staff attended 
sijcty^nirie seminars on public policy issues. 

Featured iri the seminars were such topics as the Caribbean 
Basjri, joblessness and the automobile industry, rural housing and 
block grartts, and new energy technologies. "The New Federalism 
and the Federal Budget" was the subject of a prbgram conducted 
jointly by CRS and the Council of State Governments^ : 

Wbrkshbps were held on a variety of topics, including chemical 
weapons issues* science; and engineering Bducation and jnanpovver, 
and B:S:-ehina econamic relations. Dfefense and fqreigri policy 
issues dominated the Member everits, two of which wjerje off^^ 
during the ribbn hbUr for thie firist time. Among those speaking at the 
Member seminars were Eugene Rostow and. Admirals Jame^ Hollo- 
way, Elmo Zumw^lt, and Stansfleld Turner.. Bruce George, a Member 
of theJBritisli Parliament, spoke on "The NAtO Alliarice — The View 
from_Great Britain." 

In January CRS cbridticted a special institute on the budget, 
cbverrtlg the structure of the Budget Act, authorizations and appro- 
priations reconciliation, the President's budget submission, and the 
economy.

Reaching a special audience through braiHe and recorded materials, 
the National Library Service is the one. "lending" QoUection of the 
Library of Congress. Through a national net work of sLaJe\cm_d local 
libraries, some 18 rriilliori pieces were circulated to 668.000 users 
during fiscal 1982. As part of service to citizens' living abroad, 3,879 
ilisc:jDooks; 7,.'J04 cassette books; and 133jbraille books were circu- 
hited to oversfjas patrons. A total of 196 international interlibrary 
loans vverc niado to libraries arid agericies overseas. 

The service was well on its way to accomplishment oj* its three 
goals for the year: xlesign of. a multifaceted.palron-comment pro- 
gram; application of ALA public service performance standards to 
network agencies; and quality-coritrbl standards applied to all in- 
ternal arid external materials production systems. 

A cassette-braille evaluation was completed after two years of 
research, indicating high reader acceptability of the cassette-braille 
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r/onccpl, a neocl for groater rclinbility of the braille-display system, 
and a nf^cd for significant reductions in the cost of the eiqUipntent; 
The evaluation made specific suggestions for design improvements.

rtiakors. Through copyri^Hl files it would be possible to trace the 
ntjltural changes that have taken place since the early days of 
nationhood. The acquisjtion of materials by the Library of Gbrigress 
through mandatory .deposit with the Gopyright Office has been a 
great source of works published in the United Stales. 

There were 468.000 claims to copyright during fiscal 1982. in- 
ciuding 116.000 monJ"gniphs. 112,000 serials, arid 125,000 musical 
works, among others. 

On October 1 the Copyright Office completed a major move 
toward orilirie access to the record of copyright regis tralions by 
disconlinuirig the niariiial filirig of cards in the Copyright Office Card 
Cataloc. an index maintained smce 1870. With this charigebver to 
computerized filing, the office ended 112 years of manual filing into 
one of the nation's oldest and largest active card catalogs, containing 
41 millibri cards. The computerized filing covers 1978_onvvard, with 
the file cards still accessible as an index to pre-1978 copyright 
registrations. __ 

The Copyright Office completed several projects as part of its 
preparatiori of a riiaridated report to the Congress in January. The 
r(?porl will »'icldress the many issues raided by the new copyright 
law concerning library and archival photocopying and whether it 
has achieved the intended statutory balancing of the rights of 
creators arid the needs of usJ.ts of copyrighted works. The pJiato-
